—These are the living, practical questions 
forced upon the country by the Johnson 
Convention as chief issues in the canvass 
now opening. Mr. Johnson and Mr. John- 
son’s Convention maintain that the rehabili- 
tated Rebels have a perfect right to deal as 
they please with the Southern Blacks, and 
that we of the North can in no manner in- 
terpose. If the Rebels choose to deal with 
the negroes as traitors to their respective 
States during our late struggle, we can no- 
wise help it We have no power, no voice 
im the matter. The Freedmen’s Bureau and 
Civil Rights act are impertinent nullities. 
On the other hand, the Rebels, while deny- 
ing to the Freedmen all political rights 
whatever, and reducing them to the estate 
of beasts of burden, may yet count them, 
man for man, as make-weights against the 
North in the adjustment of political power 
in the Union. No Black shall vote in any 
Southern State; but the Whites of those 
States shall cast thirty votes in Congress and 
in the Electoral Colleges for those very 
Blacks thus rendered dumb and impotent 
by the fiat of those who thus make gain of 
oppression. Among themselves, these 
Blacks are brutes; but, as against us, each 
of them counts as every inch a man, and 
shall so remain. 

Such are the grounds whereon Johnson- 
ism has chosen to plant itself for the Elec- 
tions at hand.

LETTER FROM PARIS, 
BY REV. WM. W. PATTON, D.D., CHIGAGO, ILL. 


Anp Paris is around me! The roar of its 
streets fills the ear; the palaces and monu- 
ments, the churches and arches, the parks 
and gardens, in all their beauty and mag- 
nificence, are spread out, an imperial pano- 
rama! For here is the capital of Europe, 
where reigns in splendor Napoleon IIL, 
whose decrees control the continent, while 
his hand rebuilds Paris, Compare an old 
map of the city with a new plan, and the 
changes are most striking. Old streets bear 
new names, Ancient buildings and blocks 
of houses have disappeared, and given place 
to vast and costly public edifices. Narrow 
lanes have been broadened into wide ave- 
nues, and new Boulevards for business and 
pleasure have been cut straight through the 
heart of ancient Paris, till the former gener- 
ations would not recognize the place, could 
they suddenly rise from the dead. And the 
work of reconstruction still goes on. Every- 
where one sees the signs of the past disap- 
pearing, and immense structures commenc- 
ing, or just completing, that are mogels of 
architectural elegance. ‘The stone j 
identical with our beautiful cream-colored 
Chicago limestone, but the elaboration of 
ornament and the profusion of sculpture 
are beyond all example in the New World. 
And even the famous buildings known to 
| all the world, such as the Louvre, are re- 
| ceiving extensive additions and connections, 
| and being filled, in the new parts as in the 
| old, with the most precious treasures of art. 
Thus Paris offers itself to the traveler in 
| broad contrast with sober and smoke-be- 
| grimed London, as the brightest, cleanest, 
| gayest, and most attractive looking city on 
| which bis eyes have rested. 
| 1 am not so foolish as to turn guide-book, | 
and undertake the details of the city. Too | 
many pens have described the Louvre, the 
Tuileries, the Pantheon, the Champs Ely- 
| seés, etc., for me to add another line. But I 
| wish to give my impressions of men and 
| things. I have had sight and experience of 
| a Parisian Sunday, and it conveys a sad but 
healthful practical lesson. When I awoke 
| in the morning, the same din and bustle and 
| hucksters’ cries from the streets below saluted 
| my ears as on other days. I looked out of 
the window, and the shops were all open, 
| and vehicles of every kind were driving 
| about as usual. After breakfast I started for 
| the American Chapel, and, on the way, saw 
that all kinds of traffic proceeded uninter- 
| Tupted, while, nearly opposite the chapel, 
| the masons and laborers were busy hoisting 
| the stones and laying them in place on 
a new building. At rare intervals shutters 
| were up at a shop-window, though these in- 
| creased considerably in the afternoon, In 
| the evening, as I went to another place of 
| worship, through the Champs EHlysecs, there 
were crowds of people amusing themselves 
in every conceivable way, walking, riding, 
| with games, at puppet shows, at concerts 
and dances, at refreshment saloons, etc., etc. 
| Only he who has witnessed the scene can 
imagine it. A French pastor, in Paris, tells

ure. Ihave alluded tothe American Chapel 
of Paris, where I attended worship in the 
forenoon, The American and Foreign 
Christian Union have done a good thing in 
providing a tasteful and substantial though 
simple edifice for the worship of resident 
and traveling Americans, and in providing 
@ succession of able pastors during the years 
that have gone by. It nobly represents our 
country, and has a healthful influence, amid 
the dissipating influences of the city, on the 
young men who come hither. I listened 
with much satisfaction to an excellent dis- 
course by Rev. Dr. Eldridge, formerly of De- 
troit, who now fills the place. The morn- 
ing service is according to the Episcopal 
prayer-book, which was an arrangement to 
keep a union of denominations; but this 
large concession did not satisfy the strict 
Episcopalians, who now sustain a separate 
chapel of their own, attended by a select 
few. The same use of the prayer-book con- 
tinues, however, because a majority of the 
resident supporters of the American Chapel 
still are Episcopalians. The afternoon ser- 
vice is after the Congregational and Presby- 
terian form. In the afternoon I had the 
pleasure of listening to my personal friend, 
Rev. Theodore Monod, who lived for several 
years in America, and ministered in and 
near Chicago to the converted French. He 
preached for his uncle, Rev. Guillaume Mo- 
nod, in the Church of L’Oratoire. His own 
is Chapelle du Nord. 

All the French Protestant churches had a 
true sympathy for us during the war, and 
now take a deep interest in the freedmen. 
I met, at dinner, the celebrated professor of 
history, St. Hilaire, of the Sorbonne, who is 
our warm friend, and made many inquiries 
concerning the freedmen. I had also the 
pleasure of a conference with thirteen Paris 
pastors, with reference to the work of the 
American Missionary Association, and they 
have arranged to co-operate with it—such 
men as Drs. Fisch, G. Monod, De Pressensé, 
and Grand Pierre signing an emphatic testi- 
monial to that effect. 

You have heard much of the celebrated 
cemetery of Perela Chaise. It is no great 
loss not to have seen it. It will not com- 
pare in beauty with Greenwood, Mount 
Auburn, and many other American ceme- 
teries. It has a few interesting monuments, 
commands a fine view of Paris from the east, 
and has one or two good avenues of shade- 
trees. The rest is quite commonplace, ex- 
cept the mere singularity of the tawdry, 
baby-house appearance of the crowded 
monuments, each fitted up as a little oratoire 
or chapel, and filled with crucifixes, gar- 
lands of immortelle flowers, plaster statu- 
ettes, dolls, photographs, playthings of chil- 
dren, and odds and ends of all sorts. One 
even had a glass fronf, with lace curtains in- 
side, as though to a drawing-room. French 
taste combined with Romish superstition 
makes a strange mixture. Iam told that 
ender some of these tombs are vaults fifty 
feet deep, to be filled up by the successive 
generations of a family; and I saw in the 
earth thrown out from newly-dug graves 
the remains of the old coffins that had pre- 
ceded. Thus in Paris, gay Paris, death is 
ever by the side of life, and the city of the 
dead hard by the city of the living.

LAKE GEORGE.

Lake Hous, Aug. 24th, 1866. 
Berore returning to my flock, and the 
increasingly delightful work of my pulpit— 
for no man should dare to be a minister who 
does not love more te look at an open-eyed 
congregation than to behold such glories as 
lie before my window this morning—let me 
indite a brief closing letter from Lake 
George. Though born on the banks of the 
Cayuga, and within a score of miles from the 
Seneca, Lam quite ready to confess that Lake 
George is the peerless water of America. 
“Lac Sacrament” the French Canadians 
christened it, and carried off its crystalline 
water in jars for the use of their baptismal 
fonts ; but the Indians gave it a better name 
when they called it Horicon. It means the 
silvery water. The charm of this matchless 
lake lies in its almost celestial purity and ab- 
solute freedom from the soil and stain of 
ordinary earthly existence. It “dwells 
apart,” purged from the grossness of com- 
mon life. The pellucid purity of the water 
(so clear that at a depth of twenty feet a peb- 
ble can be distinguished on the bottom) ; the 
purity of the air, that seems to be strained of 
every atom of dust or vagrant smoke ; the 
rain-washed verdure of these mountain- 
sides ; the sympathetic cleanliness of the very 
hotels, the row-boats, and the walks through 
the pleasure-grounds—all these combine to 
make one feel that he has escaped from our 
lower. world, to breathe the atmosphere of a 
celestial clime. Painters flock hither in- 
stinctively ; and Hubbard is at work this 
morning over on yonder fsland beneath 
“Black Mountain.” Cooper found the 
scene of one of his early stories on these 
banks. But why has no poet come to dwell 
here? Why has no native Longfellow or 





chanted isles? Wordsworth would havesung 
cantos of lofty poetry as pure as these pearly 
depths, in praise of a lake in comparison 
with which “ Rydal Water” is but a paltry 
fishing-pool. Cowper would have forgot 
his gricfs here, and caught visions of the 
crystal stream that forever floweth out of the 
throne of God and of the Lamb. If 
“Rabie” Burns had sat whereI did last 
evening, and beheld this lake under the sil- 
ver splendor of a full moon, he would have 
spent as wakeful a night of inspiration as 
when he watched through tears that “lin- 
gering star with lessening ray,” and wrote 
his immortal lines to Mary in heaven. But 
alas! Horicon waits yet for its minstrel. 
Bewitching as was the moonlight of last 
evening, the sun-rise of this morning was 
yet more glorious, “ by reason of the glory 
that excelleth ;” it was such a forthcoming 
of the “bridegroom from his chamber” to 
run his heavenly race as I have not wit- 
nessed since my last morning among the 
Oberland Alps. The scene, the environing 
mountains, the crisp, clear, “ eager air,” all 
took me back to Switzerland. A shameful 
fact is it to record that, as far as I could dis- 





cover, my good friend White and myself 
were the only persons out to enjoy it. Not 
a human being was in sight. But the great 
king unbarred the golden gates of day, and 
came forth in his crimson vestments with as 
Tegal a pomp over the mountain-tops as if 
an hundned end forty-four thoweand” wir. 


nesses had gazed upon the scene, instead of 
two lowly and grateful worshipers—a Pres-. 
byterian parson and his deacon. I shall not 
attempt description, or essay to tell how gor- 
geous was the royal purple in which the 
mountains on the eastern side of the lake 
were habited, or how long their w 

rivals were bathed in sunlight on their 
before the rays had descended to us upon 
the margin of the lake. I shall not try to 
portray the calm, blue, reverential stillness 
of the waters while this apocalypse was Un- 
folding above them; or the still serene that 
filled the hushed air, and made the slight 
ripple of a wavelet against a row-boat dis- 
tinctly audible. I saw it all; am the better 
for it; will never forget it. Those who would 
see the like must visit Lake George for 
themselves. 

Nor have I time to write. My stay here 
is as brief as it is beautiful. Yesterday I left 
Saratoga, where I am sojourning at Dr, 
Strong’s pleasant hotel, since the old “ Co- 
lumbian” disappeared in smoke and ashes, 
burying up the memories of my seventen 
summers in its ruthless ruin. We came by the 
new Adirondack railway to Luzerne, a quiet 
village that nestles among the mountains on 
the ‘banks of the Hudson, where it is no 
wider than Broadway. We dined exgel- 
lently at Rockwell’s House, with a large 
company of New Yorkers. Thence a pleas- 
ant stage-ride of eleven miles through the 
woods brought us to Lake George. I com- 
mend this route to the lake; it is more /f%- 
turesque than the stupid ride by “ Moreau 
Station.” I commend, too, this clean, quiet 
“ Lake House,” which for so many years 
has been the summer-home of the cultured 
and refined. I seem still to see the massive 
form of my noble friend, Dr. Cortland Van 
Rensellaer, moving among these shaded 
walks and down to yonder lake, over whose 
placid waters he pulled his odr so many a 
summer evening. He and Dr. Campbell, 
of Albany, were the presiding spirits, ‘the 
guardian genii, of this region in years gone 
by. 

But the little Minnehaha is sounding her 
steam-whistle at the Fort Williani Henry 
wharf. Before me lies the voyage of the 
day, through the mazes of the two hundred 
islands of the lake—past beautiful Bolton, at 
the base of Pinnacle Mountain—past the 
frowning brow of Black Mountain, and old 
St. Anthony’s Nose, which is never thor- 
oughly blown except by a nor’ wester—past 
Roger’s Slide and sweet Sabbath Day Point, 
on to the battle-field of Abercromby, and to 
ancient Ticonderoga, which that grim jester, 
Ethan Allen, once captured “ in the name of 
Jehovah and the Continental Congress.” 





A CRUSTACEOUS COLUMN. °

ered a new - disease, not put down in any 
published pathological treatise, which yal- 
garly goes under the name of “ Shell-boat 
on the brain.” Johnny and I were among 
the earliest victims of this epidemic, and 
Johnny says it igmy duty to spend one hour 
of my vacation in telling the public some- 
thing concerning its preliminary and constit- 
uent symptoms. The gentle Elia, you will 
remember, in his essay on roast pig, attempts 
and most successfully achieves a philosoph- 
ical theory of the introduction of this dainty 
dish into the dietary of modern civilization. 
No one that ever read the pathetic story can 
forget it: how a happy family of pigs 
and people lived together in a certain 
dwelling, which took fire, and how one of 
the bipeds, in the attempt to rescue one of 
the quadrupeds from the flames, burned his 
fingers against its greasy sides, and, thrust- 
ing them into his month to cool them, got 
the delicious taste which has doomed 
what millions of otherwise happy pigs to 
martyrdom and the spit. A fair inferenge 
from this might be that the first taste 
shell-boat brings the intoxicating 
into full activity. I do not mean “éx 
that; at any rate, Johnny and I did not fixd 


it so. 

I believe that never a man yielded to the 
first temptation to get into one of these 
skeleton craft but repented the hardihood. 
The first lesson is to sit stock-still, without 
the wink of one eye; mind, I say one; if a 
man must wink, let it be with both eyes, 
else (so say the professional authorities of 
crustaceous navigation) he loses poise and 
gets a wetting, irrespective of the question 
whether he be an anabaptist or a pedobap- 
tist. The next thing is to get a stroke, 
which, after a little discipline of palpitation 
and irrigation, is achieved ; and right at this 
point the analogy of the pig comes in, and 
the man gets the fatal taste which makes 
him a slave henceforth to the insidious 
passion. 

I cannot tell exactly what it is that 
makes this disease so catching; but, once 
taken thoronghly,I have rarely known a 
man to recover. I have thought that the 
congenital laziness of human nature might 
furnish some philosophy for the seductive 
' influence of crustaceous navigation. These 
little cigar-shaped monitors, which we call 
“shells,” solve the grand problem of life, 
which is the accomplishment of the largest 
results with the least outlay of labor. I 
count it among the luxuries of mortal exist- 
ence to pull my forty-seven pounder, and 
look down just over the oar-handles and see 
the water gliding away under her mahog- 
any bottom. As regards muscular disci- 
pline and development, this little floating 
gymnasium is positively splendid. It is 
Dr. Dio Lewis’s plan, with hydropathio 
amendment, It does not strain, but gently 
and kindly augments fiber. Johnny says 
there is not a muscle in the whole body 
which is not exercised in the shell-boat. 
Johnny does not claim to be an anatomist, 
and neither doI; but I believe it could be 
demonstrated that his statement approxi- 
mates truth nearly enough to go into a news- 
paper, even a religious one, Do you know, 
my dear INDEPENDENT, that I have almost 
come to the conviction that every minister 
who lives near a lake or river should be the 
owner of a shell? One advantage in par- 
ticular let me name, to wit.: that shells do 
not eat anything, and there are very few 
ministers who will fail to appreciate the 
value of this consideration, I haye had a 
standing offer of a horse for nearly four 
years, but never dare accept the gift, for fear 
it would one of these days become a practi- 
cal whether J should eat the horse 
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their pastor with a shell-boat; but, as many 
will very likely omit the duty, I can say to 
my clerical brethren, whose great acknowl- 
edged needs are plump muscles and full 
chests, that it is not out of the 
reach of a very moderate income to 
procure a floating gymnasium. Twen- 
ty-five or thirty dollars will buy a 
second-hand craft not seldom in the late 
autumn, and you can hang itin your barn 
till the ice melts and the blue-birds sing, and 
then have six months or more of healthy 
sport, which will pay for your boat ten times 
over. If your church should not think it 
either a task or a desecration to buy youa 
new one, so much the better; and the sum 
of one hundred and twenty-five dollars will 
get you as good a craft as my friend, Shaw, 
of Newburgh, the prince of shell-boat build- 
ers, can construct—provided he will do the 
job, for he is refusing more offers than he ac- 
cepts, just now in the hight of the crusta- 
ceous fever. 

Fifteen years of flabby muscles! I look 
back to them with blushes of shame. What 
brave work could this brain have done had 
it not been flanked with such impotent aux- 
iliari Never mind that muscle is vulgar- 
ized by swearing shoulder-hitters. Do you, 
my brethren, dignify muscle by intellect and 
high moral aims. Johnny and I get many 
asalutation in not very elegant dialect as 
‘we scud by the wharves in his beautiful 
double-scull. But we have made up our 
minds to try and show the rough shore-boys 
that culture and Christianity are not neces- 
sarily at warfare with stout arms and 
healthy viscera.

FOR WHAT? 
BY MARY CLEMMER AMES. 


A LITTLE way beyond Fort Stevens is the 
small cemetery consecrated to the soldiers 
who feli in defense of Washington in 1864. 
Several hundreds died of wounds received 
in this fight, whose kindred have carried 
their bodies back to sleep with their fathers. 
The forty or less who have never been 
claimed lie in a circle around a high flag- 
staff, beneath the folds of their flag, that 
high up toward the blue sky floats over the 
graves of its defenders. Shrubs have been 
planted in the grass-plats which surround 
these graves, and in a solitary little lodge 
near the gate abides their keeper—a kind, 
true-faced New England soldier, with an 
empty sleeve. The design of this little 
cemetery is poetic and sacred. ‘Yet the ten- 
der care and esthetic art which have made 
80 superlatively lovely the cemeteries of the 
Soidiefi’ Home tnd of Arlington ax both 
wanting here. You look in vain for the 
turfed graves, the embowered walks, 
the upliftéd tablets on which poetry 
commemorates the glory of the Ameri- 
can soldier. The graves of these sa- 
cred few are heaped with harsh gravel- 
stones ; even the humble grass cannot spread 
over them her gentle coverlet, while sacri- 
legious weeds flaunt all around. 

Many thousands sleep at Arlington and at 
the Soldiers’ Home, and thousands visit their 
place of rest. Only a few are buried here, 
and but few come to look where they lie. 
Is this the reason why this soldiers’ ceme- 
tery is neglected? Whose tomb could be 
more fitly garnished than the soldier’s who 
perished in defense of the capital, and lies 
buried where he fell ? 

On a Sabbath evening in June, a pair of 
loving hands planted flowers on one of these 
graves—planted them for the sake of the boy 
who slept below, and for the sake of his 
mother. This mother’s name was never 
heard outside of the secluded neighborhood

high among the “ women of the war,” as one 

of the many who by desolate hearthstones 

gave up more than the bravest men for the 

cause of their country. A poor widow in 

Northern Vermont, the mother of one 

daughter and three sons; when the war 

commenced, it found her with but one boy 
old enough to help her in the tillage of their 
little farm, their only heritage. She might 
have kept this boy, for in those first enthusias- 
tic daysevery college and school, every work- 
shop and homestead was sending forth sol- 
diers, But the pulses of patriotism were all 
astir in the woman’s heart, and she told her 
boy to go. She staid behind to till the hard 
land with her own hands, yet she found time 
every week to walk to the nearest village, 
miles away, to sew and knit for the soldiers. 
No matter how fast the rain rained, nor how 
hard the wind blew, nor how deep the snow- 
drifts were piled on the lonely lake-shore 
along which she had to go. She did go, and 
never missed a soldiers’ meeting through all 
the war. 

Disaster, discouragement, desolation 
came. The soil was soaked with the blood 
of our best and bravest; we had paid the 
full price for victory, yet it was not ours, In 
one of the fierce and fatal charges of the 
Vermont Brigade the widow's son was 
killed, and his body was never recovered. 
There was something very like despair in 
the cry which now pierced the land for 
“more men.” Again it penetrated the re- 
mote home of this widowed mother. By 
this time her second son was old enough to 
enlist. When his mother looked in his face, 
and thought of his brother—her first-born— 
buried in the trenches of Virginia, don’t you 
think that now she felt the cost of the sacri-

ast she told him to go. 

A third call came, We heard it through 
defeat, disgrace, and hope almost hopelessly 
deferred. There was no silver rift in the 
battle-cloud. Through the“blood of Fred- 
ericksburgh, and Chancellorsville victory, 
freedom, and peace seemed a long way off, 
Each man that heard the cry for “more 
men” felt that it called him to sacrifice, but 
not to triumph. The recruiting-officers had 
hard work. Instead of the first enthusiasm 
of impulsive patriotism, they found disap- 
pointment, dogged discontent Men were 
no longer eager to give life, all that they 
held dear, endure the hard fate of a com- 
mon soldier, for what! 

The widow’s youngest boy was now old 
enough to be a soldier. He was all that she 
and the one young sister had left ; she need- 
ed him, she loved him as only a mother can

Its wealth, its prizes, its honors would never 
drop down to touch her life; she would 
never have more of it than she had now, 
the rock-sown spot by the lake-side. Yet.it 
was for country, and for its sake, she gave 
her life’s life, all that she had. She bade 
her Benjamin good-bye, watched the train 
move off, then set her face toward the 
emptied house which waited for her miles 
away. What a walk was that! 

In the ring of heroes which encircle their 
flag jn the little grave-yard beyond Fort 
Stevens sleeps her youngest boy. The 
gravel-stones are heaped above him, and the 
little board at his head, like all the rest, tells 
his name and regiment, and that is all. 
That is all, perhaps, that any words could 
tell. The life that lies beyond words is 
never told—it can only be lived. The life 
that lies back of the meager sentence on this 
wooden tablet welled up in the boy’s heart 
in march and battle, and in a soldier’s death ; 
the tragedy which underlies it was all lived 
in the mother’s breast in that lowly house 
amid the mountains of Vermont. I am not 
so weak @s to essay to tell it. Mothers! 
you who have borne sons in anguish, and 
nurtured them in love to manhood, hoping 
then to see in their happy life all the fulfill- 


what it was. Forty mothers’ sons sleep 
with this boy, and tens of thousands more 
sleep over yonder. Thousands of them had 
not passed their first tender youth. In the 
cemetery at the Soldiers’ Home is the grave 
of a soldier of sixteen, and on the marble 
tablet at his head are recorded these words: 
“A Widowed Mother’s Only Hope.” In 
every grave is buried not only the valor of 
man, but the love and devotion of woman. 
For these men’s sakes hearts broke and 
women died. The delicate daughters of 
cities, hard-worked women on lonely moors 
and stony hills, whom poverty had nur- 
tured to endurance and heroism, each alike, 
at last, emptied their arms of their dearest 
—for what ? 

They doomed themselves to widowhood, 
to loneliness, to weariness, and sorrow, for 
what? From Pennsylvania to the Gulf the 
land is planted thick with the bones of our 
dead—for what? Revolution and sacrifice 
for what! Only that a wrong-headed, if 
not base-hearted, man may defeat the high- 


-estend for which revolution was endured 


and sacrifice made? Only that he,in per- 
verse, blind, and angry obstinacy, e#ould 
work out the nation’s ruin ; force it back to 
anarchy and irremediable war? Was it 
that great national parties should drift and 
waver, and then sink back from the great 
issue of their time? Was it that mobs 
should run riot, and free men and true men 
be slaughtered in our streets like dogs? 
Was it that Mrs. Jeff. Davis, a woman as 
haughty as she is impudent, a rebel woman, 
who would not give toa Union soldier a 
cup of cold water, should now havea Union 
soldier walk behind her asaservant? That 
she, in the face of Andersonville and Libby, 
should disdain quarters good enough for the | 
wives of our own officers, and have her 
way?

Newport, R. I., Aug. 22, 1866. 

Ar all watering-places, this season, it is 
customary to complain that the place seems 
but the ghost of itself. Yet in Newport the 
ghostly gentlemen wear very good velvet 
coats, and the ghostly ladies are adorned 
with a good deal of other ghosts’ hair. And 
the horses one sees on the avenue are any- 
thing but ghosts, and quite unlike the thin 
racers of Saratoga. 


toga, is never a “fast” place, in its fullest 
seasons. The causes are plain enough. The 
tone of society is given in Newport by those 
who own cottages and keep horses here 
every season; not, as in Saratoga, by the 
evanescent hotel population.

Norwicn Untversiry, Vt.—It bas been de- 
cided by the board of trustees of Norwich 
University to remove that institution to North- 
field, and put forth a special effort to establish 
it upon a firmer basis, and make it for the 
Episcopal Church in New England all that can 
be desired in a classical, scientific, and military 
school of the highest order ot scholarship. 
The reputation of the University has been 
nobly sustained by its passed cadets during the 
late civil war. If it is encouraged and sup- 
ported as it should be, its superior education- 
al advantages will prove a blessing to the.dio- 
cese and to the Church in New England. The 
first term for the year 1866-67 will open Sept. 
16, with the same able faculty,the Rev. Edward 
Bourns, LL.D., still retaining his professor- 
ship. 

OxserRtiIn CoLiece, O.—The first tent was 
pitched at Oberlin, April 10, 1838; a log cabin 
was built soon afterward, and Oberlin Hall the 
same season, anda school opened with 14 
pupils.
